a. The “OP Information Sections, .chcther attached to COP vrigades or to 
«OP battalions, are indepencent of the unit to which they are assigned. 
The commanding officer of each unit may be kept informed by the chief 
of its Information Section, Put the latter is not obligec to perform 
this function. Ue is sole responsible for all secret correspondence ’ 
wiich is kept in the Secrft Corresnondence Office. WoOP Information 
Ssetions receive their tructions directly from the Central Inforuation 
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Nffice (Glorny Zarzad Informac.i) in Warsaw, the chief of whiea is (fn) 
Chalubinsxi. In some matters of second-ry innortance, the FOP Information 
Sections may receive their instructions from the Information Department 
of 2 D.O.%, (Dowodztwo Okregu “n-jskowego ~‘filitery District Headquarters). 
_WOP Information Sections, like those of all Polish Army units, 2re 
equiva.ent to the Soviet WGB ‘citrerazvedie. The TP Information “eetions 
maiatain card files on all officers, non-commissioned officers and most 
of the soldiers of the units t& whlch they sre attached. In addition, 

the sete: place numerous informants among the “OP rersornel of their 
unit. Persons suspected of hartoring any sentiments againet tne regime 
ar2 assigned special “information" informants whose task it is to keep 

the suspect under constant observation. The Information Sections are 
als» irterested in various residents of tae berdar region tho maintain 
reliticnshirs with WOP -ersonne 1. 


The Information Sections are, «3 a zeneral rule, in close contact with 
the local U.B. offices, and tue Information “ections consist principaliy 
of ex-iVD and ex-‘'GB members (sic), 
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
